Safety 



1. Power source — Connect the unit to a power source 
of the type described in these instructions or as 
marked on the unit. 

2. Polarization — The unit is equipped with a polarized 
power plug where one blade is wider than the other. 
This safety feature ensures that the plug fits into your 
household AC outlet only one way. If the plug does- 
n't fit one way, try reversing it.

Listening caution 



Do not play your headphones or earphones at a high 
volume. Hearing experts advise against continuous ex- 
tended play.
